Then when 
Ottawa won the Stanley cup from the 
Montreal club in 1908, and brought it to 
Ottawa, the men received $300 per sea- 
scn, 

Gradually the figures kept creeping 
up, and two years ago the players, Alf. 
Smith, “Rat” Westwick, Perey Lesueur, 
and Harry Smith included, were signed 
for $500 each. 

Now the 


age puck-chaser won't 
think of signing for that amount. Sal- 
aries are on the jump everywhere ,and 
unless the patronage is larger than ever, 
at least a few of the Hastern Canada 
clubs will be in the hole at the close of 
the season. 

The Ottawas are sure of getting suf- 
ficient money to defray all their expenses 
as interest im the game here is intense, 
and the sale of season tickets, which 
opens Monday, will probably see all the 
available reserved seats bought up. tn 
addition, the Ottawa club will get sev 
enty, instead of fifty per cent. from the
